Daring the early 
part of the afternoon men from both col- 
leges paraded the streets in coacbep. 
The Stanford's nourishing red colors and 
the State University hlne and gold. 
Three hundred Stanford students came 
In from Palo Alto on a special train, and 
the Berkely men were oat in full force. 
An atnnetn^ incident was the fact that 
•when the game was called at 3 o'clock it 
was found that no one had remembered 
to brine « football, so the immense 
crowd had to wait an hour while a 
mountc-d messenger hastened- into town 
after a ball. The play was commenced 
Bhortly after 4 o'clock and the Stanford 
team immediately showed its superior- 
ity. Its team was very One and won the 
game. Olevans, a new playor, distin- 
guished himself and made the star playa 
of the game as help bahk for the Stan- 
ford's. Stanford made all its point! in 
the first half, scoring one goal and two 
touch-downs. In the second half the 
Stanford's did not try to increase its 
more, but devoted its energies to block- 
ing the University team with such suc- 
cess that when time was called the latter 
had made but two touch-downs and a 
Bafrly touch, scoring 10. Considerable 
betting was'indulged in, and although 
the Stnnforde aggregated thirty pounds 
more weight than the University the 
odds woro against them three to one on 
account of the team being newly organ- 
lied. Tonight the Stanford and Univer- 
sity men attended the spectacular per- 
formance at the Bush street theater, 
each college occupying hall the theater.

association of the proper counties.' The 
following directors were elected: Fred 0. 
Miles ol Placer, D. N. Hannof Shasta, 
Bralnard Kowley of San Francisco, 
Frank Miles of £1 Dorado, James K. 
O'Brien oi Ynba, Charles. Wyan of 
Solano, Thomas Bo«B of VTolo, B. F. 
Walton of Butter, D. K. 1 erkins of 
Butte, H. A. Bfainord of Santa Clara, 
T. B. Hall of Sacramento. The by-laws 
permit of the increase of directors by 
the board on the admission of new 
counties. The directora were organized 
by the election of the following office™: 
President, T. B. Hall of Stockton; vice- 
president, D. K. Perkins of Butte; sec- 
retary. W. B. Gisher o! Placer; treas- 
urer, Dr. Thomas Boss of Yolo; super- 
intendent, James K. O'Brien of Yuba.

French Bank Failure. 


PARIS, March 19.—The Banque of Dee 


Cheniins De Fer tailed for 26,000,000 
francB. Director Der Gourou has com- 
mitted suicide. The reason assigned for 
the suicide and flight ia that the authori- 
ties were about to institute legal proceed- 
ings againlt tbe directors of the bank on 
a charge of fraudulent bankruptcy and 
obtaining money under falao pretensea. 
The bank dealt largely in French 
national loans oi '91 and received sub- 
scriptions to loan lor npward of 20,000,- 
000 francs. It is aliened that instead ot 
applying the money thua obtained to the 
purpoae of loans the directors used the 
funds for others purposes, generally in 
Industrial 
and mining speculations. 


Tbe bank did considerable buainesi, its 
dealings beinK spread over a large part 
of the country.

The California Prohibitioniat, in its 


laet issue, publishes a list of preferences 
from leading members of the party in 
varions parts of the state in regard to the 
place of holding the elate convention. 
Fresno leads the list by a considerable 
majority, with Loa Angeles as second 
choice. Tho Prohibitioniitfavore Fresno, 
and eays (bat the cumber of party 
workers in southern California who join 
with those in the central portion of the 
stale in favor of Fresno, is a strong point 
for this city. A very important matter 
in the opinion of the Prohibit ioniet is the 
treatment which will be accorded to the 
convention by the press of the city in 
which it is held.

ABATING A NU ISAM OK. 


The Work of Fill In* In the Ditch 


Began Kwterfny. 


The Fresno Canal and Irrigation com- 


pany, not having taken any heed to the 
notice served 00 them by Health Officer 
MiQpin requiring them to suppress the 
mill ditch DaiesDue, Dr. Maupin took 
the matter into his own hands. 


At 1 o'clock yesterday he gave orders 
to have the fence enclosing the ditch re- 
moved and tho work ol filling in was at 
once began. 


J'. R. White superintended the work 


and in a short time had a large force of 
men and teams hauling and shoveling 
dirt Into the ditch. Fifty feet of the 
timbers between K and J streets waa 
loon torn up and hauled off and the fill- 
ing in was soon under way. 


And the gang of men with teams com- 


neaced work at the corner of J, and in 
ees than two hours after beginning 
dperatioiia over 100 feet was covered 
with dirt. 


At the same time another force with a 


road plow and scrapers was turning the 
lirt over into the diich on G street in 
!ront of the French hotel. 


The largest gang was stationed on 


Fresno street between R and S streets. 
There were four 4-burse teams engaged 
in the work at that place. One team 
was attached to a road plow which 
;urned the earth up in big furrowe. 
Chreo roae scrapers, each drawn by four 
torses, followed the plow and dragged 
ho loosened earth into the hole.

A large crowd gathered and offered as- j 


jietance and advice 119 to the best and 
quickest manner to accomplish the 
work. 


Everybody seemed 'pleased that the 


ditch, which bad so long bean an eye- i 
lore and a menace to health, would soon \ 
bo ot the things of tha past, and people 
irho owned, paoperty along the line 
•nbhed their hands and chuckled glee- 
fully fla tho good work programed. They 
went from uiie base of operations to the 
>ther telling tha spectators how much 
,be obliteration of the ditch would in- 
crease the value of tbsir property and 
make Fresno street the finest business 
thoroughfare in the city. 


The removal of the wood work of the 


ditch gave the lookers on some idea what 
pioporUotJB tho nuisance might assume 
if not speedily abated. The carcasses of 
dogs, cats and fowls in an advanced state 
of decomposition lay in the slime 
and muck and gave out offensive, health 
destroying odors. 


A rumor Rained circulation late in the 


afternoon that the milling company was 
{oing to serve an injunction on the health 
rficer, but it proved to be groundless for 
the work weut steadily on and will be 
continued today, by which time it is 
taped the greater part of tho ditch will 
nave been tilled in.

STATE CONVENTION 


MEET IN KttKSNO. 


MAY 


Committees Appointed by the County 


Central Committee to Work To 


wards Tbat Desirable End. 


According to tho call issued by the 


central committee a meeting of about 
fifty Prohibitionists, representing ail 
sections of the country, convened at the 
rooms of the Fresno commercial college 
yesterday afternoon. 


The meeting waa called to order by 


Chairman W. B. Harris of Oleander, 
who stated that the object of the meet- 
ng was to consider the propriety of in- 
viting the Prohibition convention to 
meet in Fresno. After considerable dis- 
cussion it waa decided to extend the in- 
vitation and a committee was appointed 
consisting of B. H. Hoag, J. Wharton, 
Dr. Mclntosh and Rev. Patterson to 
interview (he business men of Fresno 
and obtain their subscriptions toward 
the expenses of the convention. Messrs. 
Dudley, Oaitheraod Rev. Woods were 
appointed as an auxiliary committee to 
dotbe eume work at Selma, and the 
chairman and secretary of the county 
central committee were authorized to 
appoint committees for Ihe various pre- 
cincts of the county. 


Messages were sect by the Easton and 


?reano "W.C.T.U's. offering all the help 
n their power. On motion of A. A. 
Rowoll of Belroa the central committee 
decided to divide the county into con- 
venient districts, arranged according to 
voting precincts, each ot which should 
jb considered as a club district and 
should bo a center for the circulation of 
the million voters list, and also serve as 
a basis for the election of delegates to 
:he next county convention, when an 
entire county ticket will be put in the 
Held and delegates to the state conven- 
tion will be elected. 


Encouraging reports were given con- 


cerning the circulation of the million 
voters pledge, Professor Lowe and Hey. 
Oaitber of Selma reporting that 125 
pledges had already been secured there. 


Considerable enthusiasm was mani- 


fested over tbo success of tho million 
voters' pledge and means were taken 
which will insure its circulation system- 
atically throughout the county, and the 
determination was expressed of having 
1000 signers in tho county before the ses- 
sion of tho Btate convention. 


There seemed to ho a general feeling 


:hat the state convention could he se- 
cured without question, provided there* 
quired fund of 9500 be raised to provide 
for it. __^

Iron is not subject to the internal 


.sources of decay to which wood is liable. 
Worms and marine animals cannot in- 
jure it, nor will it rot from imperfect 
ventilation. Neither caii tlio parts work 
loose from the motion and straining of 
the ship, allowing water to got iu and 
cause decay. Tho danger to iron lies in 
the rusting or corrosion, especially in 
the under water parts—outside from tho 
eca water and Inside from the bilgo 
water. Tho only prevention is careful 
•watching, cleaning and painting, and 
«von with all this supervision galvanic 
action is likely to do some damage. 
Therefore tho life of an iron ship is lim- 
ited, and in tho present etaw of knowl- 
edge of tho subject may bo sot down as 
approximately thirty years, for, though 
a Hhip will last longer, extensive repairs 
will have to bo made that will cost con 
•idernblo money.

It is also easier to repair an iron ship, 


since the necessary shape can bo turned j 
cut at once. Tho rapidity with which' 
an Iron ship can he built counts for 
much In tho present day tho ease with 
•which iron IB obtained and worked con- 
•statutes another element of cheapness. 
for tho final cost today must amount to 
nearly £5 per cent, less, especially when 
the time, preparation, saving of weight 
and lifo of tho ship are considered.

The 
elastic limit of steel is about 25 per

building ships of steel there is o saving

How Gordon Settled It. 


The artillery evinced in their disgnst 


at their removal to Qunisuu by refusing 
to fall in, and in a proclamation they 
threatened to blow the Chinese authori- 
ties away with the small guns.and the 
Europeans with tho big guns. 
Their 


noncommissioned officers, ft3 usual, nil 
paraded, and wero sont for by Major 
Gordon, who asked them tlio reason why 
tho men did not fall iu, and who wrote 
tho proclamation. They of course did 
not know; nud on Major Gordon telling 
theiu ho would bo obliged to shoot one 
in every five, they evinced their objec- 
tion to this proceeding by a groan. Tho 
most prominent in this was a corporal, 
who was dragged out, and a couple of 
infantry who \voro standing by were 
ordered to load, and directed to shoot 
tho mutineer, which one did without 
tho slightest hesitation. 


Tho remainder were marched back 


and locked up for an hour, with tlio 
threat that if the name of tlio writer of 
Hiis proclamation was not given, and if 
tho men did not fall in before an hour 
had elapsed, the arrangement of shoot- 
ing ono in five wonld bo carried out. 
At tho expiration of an hour tho men 
all fell in, and the name of the culprit, 
who had run away, was given up. 


After that time wo had no trouble, 


the men were thoronghly cowed and the 
noncommissioned officers—tho real of- 
fenders—durcd no longer foster sedition. 
It is to bo regretted, however, thut ono 
lifo should havo been sacrificed, but this 
saved many others which must have 
been lost if a stop had not been pnt to 
tho independent way of tho men.—Gor- 
don's "Tueping Rebellion." 


Tlio Fabulous WasttUk.

tho many fabulous monsters of mediviu- 
val folklore.

Its name is derived from basil- 
iscoa, meaning & little king, aud was ap- 
plied because tho creature was figured 
with a circle of white spots on its licud 
which much resembled a crown. The 
cockatrice, a species of basilisk, besides 
having n crown possessed a comb which 
wna nu exact counterpart of tbo cock's. 


Pliny assures ua that the basilisk had 


n voice which "etrucli terror to tho 
hearts of men, beasts mid serpents.' 
Tho Bible classes it with tho lion, tlio 
6orpont and tho dragon as ono of tho most 
formidable 
creatures. 
Old writers, 


Pliny, liascho nud othon»,pay ilmt itsbi.o 
was mortal in every coso; that Ua breath 
waa suffocating, and that no plant would 
grow in tho vicinity of its lair. Its dcnd 
body was often used, suspended in bel- 
fries, to prevent swallows from building 
there.—St. Louis Republic.
